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Introductory  Remarks 


Plant  life  in  the  sub-tropical  climate  of  Algiers  is  quite 
different  from  that  of  central  and  northern  Europe.  Most  of 
the  trees  are  evergreens  and  their  abundance  confers  a 
delightful  luxuriance  on  the  landscape  during  the  winter 
months. 

Visitors  naturally  wish  to  know  the  names  of  the  principal 
forms  of  plant  life  and  as  no  simple,  illustrated  work  of  the 
kind  seems  to  have  been  published,  I have  arranged  this 
series  of  photographs  of  tree  foliage  and  flowering  shrubs 
which,  aided  by  a few  words  of  explanation,  will  enable 
them  to  be  readily  identified. 

This  collection  has  no  scientific  pretensions,  comprising 
as  it  does,  merely  the  common  trees,  shrubs  etc.  to  be  seen 
in  the  course  of  a day’s  ramble.  It  was  hardly  possible  to 
include  many  field  flowers  because  their  name  is  legion  and  it 
seemed  unnecessary  to  reproduce  certain  garden  shrubs,  such 
as  the  Poinsettia  (large  scarlet  stars),  the  Plumbago  (pale 
blue),  the  fragrant  Jasmine,  etc.  not  to  mention  the  numerous 
varieties  of  the  genus  Rose  which  blossom  the  winter 
through. 

The  Almond  Tree  that  dons  its  pinky-white  mantle  at  the 
end  of  January  or  the  beginning  of  February,  the  lofty 
Cypress , the  Black  Thorn  (Prunus  spinosa),  the  Tig  tree , 
only  the  gnarled  skeleton  of  which  is  seen  by  the  winter 
visitor,  the  majestic  Plane  Tree  and  the  Beech , also  leafless, 
are  too  well  known  to  require  more  than  passing  mention. 

The  visitor  whose  admiration  is  excited  by  the  rich 


hues  of  the  ‘Bougainvillea  may  feel  surprise  that  so  conspi- 
cuous a feature  of  plant  life  in  Algiers  should  not  have  been 
accorded  a place  but  its  glory  lies  in  the  magnificent  coloration 
of  its  bracts,  i e , terminal  leaves,  that  cluster  round  the  tiny 
yellow  flower,  and  to  these  chromatic  effects  photography  is 
blind.  The  Bougainvillea  belongs  to  the  family  of  Nycta- 
ginece,  it  forms  garlands  on  trees  and  covers  large  wall  areas. 
The  bracts  retain  their  hues  for  several  months,  the  tint 
varying  according  to  the  variety  : pink,  pale  pink,  crimson, 
terra  cotta. 

Of  field  flowers  the  commonest  perhaps  is  the  Alyssum 
with  its  multiple,  tiny,  white  flowers,  redolent  of  honey.  This 
decks  the  slopes  of  the  Mustapha  hills  just  as  the  daisy  and 
buttercupdothe  English  meadows  though  with  less  exuberance 
than  at  home.  There  is  plenty  of  tall,  odourless  Mignonnette 
occasional  clusters  of  Toadflax  (wild  snapdragon)  and  the 
mauve,  crocus-like  flowers  of  Colchicum. 

In  late  autumn  and  early  spring  the  coarse-leaved  Borage 
rears  its  stars  of  exquisite  blue  in  the  moist  corners,  and  in 
favoured  spots  the  yellow,  pendulous  spheres  of  the  Globe 
flower  (Trollius)  nod  to  the  breeze.  The  Oxalis  contributes 
dashes  of  bright  yellow  to  the  banks  all  the  winter  through 
but  the  Ragwort  does  not  put  forth  its  hairy  stem  and  small 
yellow  flowers  until  spring  is  well  advanced.  At  every  point 
of  vantage  the  Ferula  Communis  (known  as  the  giant 
fennel)  grows  in  profusion  and  its  bushy,  feathery  leaves  and 
lofty  stems,  three  to  five  feet  high,  topped  by  bunches  of 
yellow  flowerets  (March)  are  very  decorative.  On  the  roadside 
may  be  seen  the  almost  leafless  Verveine  (Verbena)  with  its 
minute  purplish-blue  flowerets,  the  delicate  mauve  of  the 
Cornsalad,  the  Solanum  Nigrum,  with  its  tiny  whitish 
flowers,  the  orange  yellow  of  the  wild  Marigold  and  Arum 
lilies  and  Iris  galore. 

The  hedges,  which  are  made  up  for  the  most  part  of 
wild  olive,  lentiscus,  dwarf  oak,  cactus  and  prickly 
acacia,  bear  festoons  of  wild  Convolvulus  with  its  striated 
blue  trumpets  (a  variety  of  bindweed)  and  Clematis  (Travel- 
lers’ Joy)  bearing  white,  bell-like  flowers  and  tulted  seeds, 
the  nooks  being  occupied  by  the  large,  glistening,  dentatcd 
leaves  of  the  Acanthus  and  the  daintily  lretted  foliage  ol  the 
wild  Asparagus. 


w aste  ground  is  occupied  by  a handsome  variety  of 
Thistle  (Galactite  tomentosa)  with  deeply  dentated  leaves, 
bearing  a chequered  design  of  white  on  green. 

Further  afield  are  to  be  seen  several  varieties  of  Muscari 
with  characteristic  tufts  of  bright  blue,  the  Broomrape  with 
its  red  stem  and  white  flowers,  the  tremulously  graceful 
Honeyivort , with  its  swaying,  purplish,  terminal  leaves 
surrounding  clusters  of  small,  white,  bell-shaped  flowers, 
the  wild  Lavender , the  large  white  and  purple  Heathers , el 
tulti  quanti.  As  spring  advances  the  fragrant  Cyclamen 
and  some  thirty  kinds  of  Orchids  tempt  the  amateur  botanist.
